The plaintiffs in the case of Matheson and 
others v, Wilson appealed from a judgment 
of Mr. Justice Hanna, sitting without a jury, 
dated ist Noventber last, | dismissing the 
plaintiffs’ action with costs, 

The action, had been brought by Messrs. 
Matheson, Archer, Brown and the executors 
of the late Walter Hume, to recover damages, 
measured at £20,000, against the defendant, 
T. F. Wilson for breach of contract, dated 
25rd November, 1921, to purchase the shares 
held by the plaintiffs, respectively, in the 
Ivy Weaving Company, Lurgan, and to pro- 
cure the release of the plaintiffs from their 
liability to. the Belfast Banking Company 
under a guarantee to secure the overdraft of 
the company 

The piaintiffs in the appeal sought to have 
Mr. Justice Hanna’s order set aside and 
judgment éntered for them, with costs, for 
the full*amount claimed, upon the ground 
that the judgment was wrong in law; and, 
in the alternative, they asked for a new trial, 
u;on the grounds that the judgment and 
order were against the evidence and the 
weight of evidence; that the conclusions in 
fact and law were not well grounded, and 
that the decision was founded upon matters 
which were neither mentioned in the plead- 
ings nor adequately discussed at the hearing. 

Mr. JeHett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr, €C. 8. Campbell (instructed by Messrs. 
Molloy, Fayle and Co.) appeared for the 
appellants; and Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. 
Hamilton, K.C., and Mr. Moloney (in. 
structed by Mr. J. C. R. Erskine) for the 
respondent. 

The plaintiffs, Messrs, Matheson, Archer, 
and the late Mr. Hume. were directors of 
the Ivy Weaving Company, . the other 
plaintiff, Mr. John Brown, being the com- 

any’s auditor. The defendant, Mr. kr. 
Vilson, was the controlling. shareholder of 
Alex. Comyns and Sons, Limited, woollen mer- 
chants, Dublin, holding all the Ordinary 
Shares and £1,500 Preference Shares in that 
business. Mr. Wilson also carried on busi- 
ness as a. concessionaire in London. 

he chairman of the directors of the Ivy 
Weaving Company was a Mr. Mayes, who 
also held the position of adviser to Alex. 
Comyns aid Sons, Limited. Owing to the 
connection between the two companies, it 
was stated, the defendant, as commissionaire, 
had been able to dispose on behalf of the 
Ivy Weaving Company of enormous quantities 
of stock, which ae been lying on their 
hands, through an agency in Vienna, of which 
the defendant had control. 

Alex. Comyns and Sons, Limited, held in 
their own name 1,067 shares in the Ivy Weav- 
ing Company, and indirectiy had a control 
through Mr. Mortimer, holding 1,066 shares 
in his own name, and Mr. Mayes, their ad- 
viser, having 2,166 shares—4,299 shares out 
of a total issued capital of 10,000. Mr. 
Wilson had no shares in the Ivy Company 
at that time. 

It also appeared that Mr. Mortimer, who 
had succeeded Mr. Mayes as managing diree- 
tor, had been told by Mr. Wilson to go over 
to Dublin and see if he could buy a con 
trolling interest in the Ivy Company; and at 
a subsequent meeting with the directors on 
the subject the following offer, prepared by 
Mr. Brown, was made and signed by Mr. 
W. W. Mortimer on 23rd November, 1921 :— 

I am prepared to purchase from any sharcholder 
of the Ivy Weaving Company, Ltd., his shares in 
the company at par, provided this offer is accepted: 
in writing by the holders in respect of shares. 
which, with the shares held by A. Comyns and 
sons, Lid,. amount to more than halt the issned 
capital of the company. I! undertake to arrange for 
the release of the shareholders so -selline from 
their guarantee to the Belfast Banking Company. 

The offer, it further appeared, was repu- 
diated by the defendant as haying been 
authorised by him. 

In the defence it was alleged, as stated, 
that the proposed purchasers were . Messrs. 
Comyns and Sons, and Mr, Mortimer stated 
he had signed the document “under pro- 
test '"—-meaning that it was subject to Mr. 
Whtson’s approval. 

Mr. Justice Hanna found as a fact that 
when Mr. Mortimer was tendered the doca- 
ment by Mr. Brown on behalf of the other 
shareholders interested, it was signed by Mr. 
Mortimer expressly as subject to the approval 
of hi principal, and that. Mr. Sone 
assented to that. If the object was to give 
Alex. Comyns and Sons control, his lordship 
pointed out that wou!” have been equally 
attained by their retention by Mr. Mortimer, 
who was in the prominent position of manag- 
ing director of Comyns and Sons. He found 
as a fact that the d “endant never had a 
copy of the agreement until he received it 
the solicitors ai.er proceedings had 
heen threatened. He also found as a fact 
that he never had -full knowledge of the 
terms of the document called the contract, 
and that he never deliberately and inten- 
tionally approved of it. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., opening the appeal, 
e> lained the circumstances under which the 
proceedings commenced, and the position of 
the parties concerned, and then began to 
read the evidence given in the court below, 
which was extensive, and had not finished 
it when the court rose, the further hearing 
being adjourned till this morning.

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COSTS OF OPPOSITION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE JOHNSTON AND MR, 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in an 
application made on behalf of the defendants 
in the case of Colonel Richard Claude Cane 
against the Corporation of Dublin and 
ugainst the Liffey Syndicate, Ltd., in con- 
nection with costs incurred by the plaintiff 

in opposing three electricity supply bills, 

The plaintiff claimed £68 1s. 10d. and 
£437 1s. 10d., alleged to be due by the 
respective defendants, being portion of his 
costs of opposing the East Leinster Elec- 
tricity Supply Bill, 1924; the Dublin Elec- 
tricity Supply Bill, 1924; and the Dublin 
and District Electricity Supply Bill, 1924, 
for the utilising of the. River Liffey for the 
supply of electric power. The defendants, he 
stated, were ordered to pay him these sums 
by the report of the Joint Committee of the 
Oireachtas, and they were certified by the 
taxing master. 

The application on behalf of the defendatits 
was for liberty ‘to’ plead by way of defence 
to the plaintiff's claim, on the grounds that 
the report as to costs, dated the 3rd Decem- 
ber, 1925, and made by the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Oireachtas, was made by that 
Committee in excess of and without jurisdic- 
tion, having regard to the provisions of the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State (Saorstat 


-Eireann) Act, 1922; that the Committee was 


not lawfully constituted; and on other 
grounds, 

Mr, Justice Sullivas, in the course of his 
considered judgment stated that he was of 
opinion that the standing orders for private 
business were valid, and that the Committee 
was lawfully constituted. Reviewing the 
jurisdiction of the Committee to award costs 


to a petitioner, his lordship said that the 


| Committee considered that the preamble of 


the Corporation Bill was proved, but the 
promoters said it was not their inten- 
tiv to proceed with the Bill. The 
report did not state whether any clause or 
provision was inserted or struck out for the 
protection of the plaintiff, and it did not 
show on its face that the Committee had 
any jurisdiction to award costs to the 
petitioner. The Dublin Corporation should 
have liberty to plead a defence, limited to 
the question of challenging the jurisdiction 
of the Committee and the validity of the 
certificate sued on, on the ground that the Com-

strike out or alter any provision in the bil). 

As regards the Liffey Syndicate, Limited, 
against whom the action for £437 4s, ld. was 
brought,» they also contended that the ad- 
judication should have share awarded 
such costs as each promoter was to bear, 
instead oí bringing the costs into hotch pot, 
and Mr. Justice ivan said that he was 
of opinion that their application should be 
refused. 

Mr. Justice Johnston agreed that the 
application of the Liffey Syndicate, Limited, 

ould be dismissed, but said that he had 
grave doubts as to whether that Court could 
and. should interfere with the Committee’s 
award of costs against the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. The provision of Section 5 of the Act 
of 1865 as regards á certificate of taxation, 
founded on a report oí a committee that the 
validity of such certificate shall not be called 
in question in any court, was, in his opinion, 
more far-reaching in its effect than the pro- 
vision with which they were familiar in many 
statutes taking away the right of certiorart. 
There was a further reason, in his opinion, 
why that Court should approach such a re- 

rt with great caution. his Parliamentary 
bias could not be regarded merely as 
a tribunal having the limited powers of an 
inferior Court, and the report couid not be 
regarded as in the nature of an order or 
conviction of such a court, which, according 
to the settled principles of the law, must 
show jurisdiction on its face. The mere 
finding by the Committee that the preamble 
of the Corporation Bill had been proved did 
not in itself, in his opinion, negative the 
jurisdiction to give costs against the Cor- 
poration.: It seemed to him that this man- 
date of the Oireachtas could not be called 
in question in that Court. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne concurred with the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan, and, with 
reference to the Corporation, he said that the 
difficulty, as it seemed to him, arose from 
the fact that the bill was withdrawn after 
the preamble had been approved.. That 
event, in his opinion, was not contemplated 
or provided for, and, in his opinion, in 
awarding costs against the Corporation the 


Joint Committee exceeded the powers con- | 


ferred on them. ' 

The Court made an order giving the Cor- 
poration leave to plead a defence, the Cor- 
poration to have the costs of the motion 
against Colonel Claude Cane in the case as 
part of their costs of the action, and to pay 
vhe Attorney-General his costs, he having 
been brought in on the matter, and having 
succeeded. ‘They allowed the Corporation 
twenty-one days in which to plead. 

The application of “the Liffey Syndicate, 
Limited, was refused, they to pay Colonel 
Claude Cane and the Attorney-General their 
costs of the motion, and the Court acceded 
to a request to grant a stay of execution.

(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT.) 

In the goods of Jane Fox, deceased, 

Mr. Geraghty (instructed by Messrs. Bell 
and Co., Downpatrick) applied on behalf of 
Mr. William Nugent, farmer, of Ballymartin, 
County Down, for liberty to apply for a 
grant of administration of the personal estate 
and effects of the deceased, under the 78th 
Section of the Probate Act.. Mr. Nugent, tn 
an affidavit, stated that Jane Fox (otherwise 
Nugent) was one Of the next-of-kin living. at 
the time of the death of Henry Nugent, of 
Ballyvelmore, County Down, whose estate 
was administered in the High Court. By 
an order of the 8th December, 1913, the 
funds standing to c..dit of the suit were 
allocated amengst the next-of-kin of Henry 
Nugent, but, as the whereabouts of Jane 
Fox, notwithstanding exhaustive inquiries, 
could not be ascertained, her share was 
directed. to be carried over to a ‘separate 
credit account. By an order of the 30th 
July, 1925, an inguiry was directed at cham- 
bers as to who were entitled to the funds 
standing to this separate credit account. On 
the 8th March, 1926, an order was made 
presuming the death intestate of Jane Fox 
(wife of William Fox), without leaving 
children or remoter is-ue. By a subsequent 
order the funds were carried over to an 
account to the separate credit of Jane Fox 
or her personal representatives. The funds 
now standing to the credit of the acconnt 
consisted of £43 7s. 10d. cash and £1.015 
13s. 1d. New Consols. Advertisements had 
been published in America for Mrs, Jane Fox 
and her children and her husband, or his 
legal personal representatives, but he was 
informed that no replies had been received. 
Mrs. Jane Fox was his aunt, and was born 
in May, 1836. He was informed that she 
emigrated to the United States when a young 
unmarried girl, and he had not heard from 
her or her husband for almost 38 years, and 
he believed that she was dead.

An appeal was heard from a decision of 
Circuit Judge Sealy in the case of Michael 
Cogley, of Carn, County Wexford, v. Wil- 
liam Fitzgerald, Waterford. The plaintiff 
had claimed £60 for damages to his motor 
car, resulting from a collision with the de- 
fendant’s motor car in August, 1925, at 
Ballymitty cross-roads, County Wexford, and 
for consequential loss. Judge Sealy held that 
both motorists were at fault, and that one 
was not more entitled to succeed than the 
other, and he dismissed the action, the 
plaintiff appealed. a 

The Court held that the collision resulted 
from the negligence of the defendant. ‘They 
reversed the finding of the Circuit Judge, 
and gave the plaintiff a decree for £40, with 
the -costs of the Court below and the coats 
of the appeal, leaving the question of wit- 
nesses’ expenses to be dealt with in the 
taxation.

-Morris-Cowley wheel, tyre and tube, one 12- 
volt battery, of a total value of £12. 

Still another charge was of stealing from 
a Buick car, the property of Linda Kearns, 
29 Gardiner’s place, from outside 12 Maxwell 
road, one detachable rim, tyre, and tube, one 
tin of petrol, and petrol carrier, of a total 
value of £7. 

Sidney R. Stritch, Stamer street (off South 
Circular road), motor engineer, was charged 
with purchasing, for the sum of £1, from 
Robert Tyrrell,: four Morris-Cowley wheels, 
tyres and tubes, and having them illegally in 
Ins possession, knowing them to have been 
stolen. : 

STATEMENTS. 

Inspector Brennan said that, when charged, 
Tyrrell said: ‘*‘ I. will make no statement.”’ 

‘Connolly made the following statement: 
“ About four weeks ago Robert Tyrrell came 
to the hall, Belgrave square, Rathmires, and 
took out his Ford car. He was accompanied 
by Frank Reddy. I went with Tyrreil and 
Reddy in the car to Tyrrell’s house, 5 Oxford 
road. Tyrrell carried out four Morris wheels, 
which he placed in the motor car, Tyrrell 
then drove to 'Adelaide” road, and walked 
from there to Stritch’s Billiard Saloon at 
Harcourt road. In about ten minutes, Tyrrell, 
Stritch, and Murphy came back to the car. 
Murphy asked Stritch what he would give 
for the wheels and tyres, and Stritch said 
he would give £1. Murphy said to Tyrrell 
not to give the tyres, as they were worth 
more. ‘Tyrrell said that he would accept £1, 
and they drove to Stritch’s house (Stamer 
street), where Stritch said: ‘If you care to 
come down to the billiard room you can have 
the money.’ ”’ 

Connolly said that he had given: Tyrrell 
permission to keep his Ford motor car at the 
rear of his parents’ residence. 

Reddy, when cautioned, said 
nolly’s statement was correct. 

Murphy made a statement to the effect that 
he would not buy the wheels, and that he 
said that he would not sell them for £1 if 
they were his. 

The accused were remanded for a week, 
bail being allowed.

Mr. Gray, Ulster Bank, Lower Sackville 
street, gave evidence that Mr. Commins 
lodged in the bank a draft on the Bank of 
Ireland for £92 8s. 7d. The proceeds of that 
lodgment were afterwards drawn on by the 
defendant by cheques. A cheqee for £%, 
signed by Mr. Commins, was on at 
the bank, and returned marked '' Refer to 
drawer.’’ That cheque had not been pre- 
sented at that bank since. ' 

Mr. Cawley said that there was no intention 
on the part of his client to defraud per- 
manently anybody. He might have acted u- 
regularly, but there was no criminal intention. 
The money had since been paid back, and no 
one had suffered. In the circumstances he 
asked the Justice to refuse informations. 

Mr. Cussen said that he was satisfied that 
a prima facie case had been made out, and he 
must send it for trial at the next Circuit 
Court. As the money had been paid back, 
however, he allowed Mr. Commins out on his 
own bail of £50.

Albert Mitchell, another of the party which 
was returning from the hunt.. In a few 
seconds, he added, he saw Mr. Mitchell 
also being thrown from his horse. As far as 
he could remember, the motor ear which 
struck the horses had no lights. 3 

Mr. Alan Mitchell said that he heard the 
crash, and was in the act of turning round 
when his horse was thrown forward, and he 
was pitched to the ground on his head. 

The case was adjourned for a week for the 
attendance of the doctors.

MR. JOHNSON’S VIEW.

‘ion. He made an abolition order, which 
vould net become operative until the day for 
the annual renewal of licences in the follow- 
ing year. 

\Vhen the compensation had been fixed, all 
inierested parties having been heard, he 
notified the appropriate Minister—the 
Minister for Justice—and the eémpensation 
was paid forthwith by the State to the 
person ¥ hose licence was to be abolished. 

PAYMENTS TO STATE. 

Over a period of 20 years, at the rate of 
£7 Ws. for every £100 paid in compensation, 
the State would recoup itself from the sur- 
viving licencees of that area, In other words, 
the heence duty of the surviving licencees of 
that area would be adjwSted in such a way 
as to recoup over a period of 20 years the 
compensation money paid out by the State. 

It must be a gradual process, and the rate 
of extinction would be regulated by his 
Department: with advertence principally to 
two facts—thée amount of money which the 
State could afford to have out at any one 
time in. this particular business, and the 
burden of recoupment on the survivin 
licencees. These were the factors which 
should regulate the rate at which redundancy 
eould be eliminated——

away from the fine as the normal consequence 
of a breach, It would pay a man to break 
the laws consistently and pay the fine in- 
flicted 
Mr. Davin—Why not apply. that to the 
milkmen?

The Minister—This is not a milk bill. 
Continuing, he said that in 1924 he asked 
the deputies to agree—and with some excep- 
tions they did—to endorsements of the licence 
rather than.fines for a breach of the laws.

A LIFETIME. | 

Hitherto an endorsement recorded on the 
licence stayed for ever, and the present bill 
proposed to attach a lifetime to endorsements. 
First of all it gave every trader in the State 
a clean licence; any endorsement ‘recorded 
prior to the Act would have no effect under 
the provisions of the bill. The first endorse- 
ment would have a life of five years, the 
second seven years, and the third and all 
subsequent endorsements a lifetime of ten 
years. 

When he spoke of “thwee and all subse- 
quent endorsements,” the House should 
understand that the licence-holder having 
three endorsements at one time went out of 
‘rade As an example. if a licence-holder 
was.convicted and his. licence endorsed, the 
lifetime of that endorsement would be five 
vears. Supposing that after three years he 
was again convicted, in that event he would 
have a dangerous period of two years, in 
which, if he got. a third conviction, he went 
out of trade as an unsuitable person. On 
the other hand, if he ran out the five years 
period, his first endorsement disappeared, 


IMPAIRED CREDIT, 

He was anxious to meet the point of view 
of the opponents of the system of endorse- 
ments so far as he reasonably could. They 
introduced this system of attaching a life 
endorsement to meet the opposition to this 
scheme. There was another point of view— 
a contention that an endorsement was, in 
faét. a reduction in the ‘property in the 
licence by one-third. It had been pointed 
out to him that the effect would be that a 
leensed trader would be unable to borrow as 
much on the security of his premises as he 
could hitherto borrow. 

There was a certain amount in that, and 
it was a matter to which they had given 
very serious consideration, It was urped 
that the endorseme rts should not 
strictly. to the licence, bnt that they should 
to some extent adhere to the licence-holder,

There was nothing in the bill to facilitate 
tourist traffic to seaside resorts, and it would 
inflict hardship on the people of Waterford 
Citv, who would go to lag“ seven miles 
away, on a Sunday and not be able to get 
refreshments 

THE FACT. 
The Minister pointed out that hotels and 
licensed premises were open at any time for 
hona-fide travellers, and they could supply 
liquor between one and three o'clock and six 
and nine o'clock p.m. on Sundays with meals. 

Captain Redmond said that every man 
could not afford to go to a hotel, nor would 
many men from Waterford need a heavy meal 
when they went for an afternoon to Tramore. 
He objected to the provision which withdrew 
the ss of the Probation of Offienders 
Act, but if the District Justice received dis- 
cretion there would be no need for that sec- 
tion. If, however, he did not get discretion, 
this should not be withdrawn. - 

He objected to the bill because he did not 
think that it was the Government’s con- 
sidered meastite, but that it was Ministers’ 
own, There was no particular demand for 
it, except from certain persons who advocated 
in some instances prohibition and in others 
stepping stones to prohibition, 


WANTED BY ALL. 

Mr. R. H. Beamish, supporting the bill, 
said that such a measure was called for by 
everybody in Ireland, provided the details of 
it were carried out satisfactorily and: fairly 
to all the parties concerned. Where the 
opposition came from he could not under- 
stand. (Laughter.) There was an overflow 
nf publichouses in the Free State that had to 
be checked, because it was detrimental to the 
publicans themselves. The houses had 
too little to do, and there was too

Mr, John Daly said that a reduction in the 
number of public houses was needed, but he 
did not agree with the terms of the bill. 
Closing in the middle of the day would mean 
that the publican would be able to do little 
else than act. as a policeman in his premises. 

POOR TRADERS. 
Mr. P. W, Shaw said that there were a 
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He asked the Minister to give them the 
figures at his disposal for the years from 
1920 to 1927. They had in the Free State 
at, the present time a type of person who 
wented to make out that their citizens were 
continually indulging in liquor to stich an 
extent that it was dangerous and had become 
a menace to the State. 


QUESTION OF DEMAND. 

He asked if the measure was so urgent and 
important that it should be introduced and 
passed within three or four months of the 
dissolution of the Dail. There was no general 
demand, so far as he knew, for the introduc- 
tion of the bill at the moment. So far as he 
knew, from reading the leading articles in 
the /rish Times and the propaganda one read 
from temperance sources, this was not the 
type of bill that the leader writer of the 
Insh Times or the Temperance Societies or 
Prohibitionists wanted. 

He was prepared to admit that a case could 
be made for the elimination of a certain num- 
ber of licences in the Free State, on the 
yrounds and for the reasons that the Minister 
had given, but he said that this was not an 
opportune time to bring in a measure of this 
kind. 

He believed that if the clause regarding 
‘split hours’’ was passed it would mean 
less employment in the boroughs. 

Sir James Craig said that there would be 
no need for legislation if there was not abuse 
in the use of alcohol. So far as the reduction 
of licences was concerned, he was surprised 
that anybody should say that no redyction 
was necessary. He was particularly keen 
upon having the licences taken from the small 
publichouses at cross-roads, which did not 
lend themselves to proper supervision. 

Evidence was given before the Commission 
about these houses, and he was surprised to 
be told by a witness that they were the 
birthplaces of the greater part of the religious 
community in Ireland. Deputies would 
hardly believe it, but that was the argument 
put before the Commission for the retention 
of these houses—that they were the birth- 
places of the greater number of the priests 
and of the nuns of Ireland. What did they 
think when an arguinent of that kind was 
used ? 

The next point of the Commission was an 
endeavour to do away with the insanitary 
publichouses, There was evidence before 
the Commission that in many _ publichouses, 
frequented by women as well as men, the 
sanitary accommodation was something 
astounding. On the bona fide question, he 
personally was inclined to favour a general 
Sunday opening, because of thg terrible 
wbuses of the mala fide traveller. 


ENDORSEMENT. 

He did not think that anything could be 
fairer than what the Minister had proposed 
in the matter of endorsement of a licence, It 
was altogether a satisfactory arrangement 
that an endorsement could be wiped out by 
five years of decent trading, especially when 
all licences were to start clear from the pass- 
ing of the bill. On the subject of compensa- 
tion, there was no doubt but that in the past 
magistrates granted licences without any re- 
gard to the number of publichouses already 
in existence, without regard to sanitary con- 
ditions and fitness of the premises, and with- 
out regard for the harm that those licences 
would do. 

He could not imagine a set of individuals. 

who could be more fair-minded than were 
the members of the Commission in their en- 
deavour to arrive at conclusions difficult to 
reach. With so many houses in the country 
in which structural separation was an impos- 
sibility, they had come to the conclusion that 
the time had not yet come for the abolitiqn 
of the system of mixed trading. Those 
traders should be given a certain number cf 
years to make their premises suitable, and 
after that those who had not carried out 
structural separation should be the first to go 
under another section of the bill. 
' He hoped that there would be no division 
on the second reading of the bill, so that 
everyone could see that the Dail had the good 
of the country at heart. 

As a medical doctor, with a 25 years’ know- 
ledge of Dublin hospitals, he could ‘wouch for 
the terrible harm done to men by excessive 
drinking. He had nothing to say against 
temperate or moderate drinking, but he would 
do all he possibly could to further legislation 
to prevent the men from using all their means 
for the getting of drink, leaving their wives 
and families unprovided for. 


FARMERS’ OPPOSITION. 

Mr, Vaughan (Farmers’), opposing the bill, 
said that it was a measure which bad not 
been demanded by any responsible citizen, 
and would do a gross injustice:to traders, 

Mr. P. Hogan (Labour) said that the bill 
was not called for, and the Minister had not 
proved ‘that there Was any need for the 
measure at the moment. — A | 

Mr. Wolfe said that he would suppo t the

State. He did not say thai they should he 
treated unjustly or unfairly, but he did not 
take the stand that this vested interest must 
be preserved at all costs. He was prepared 
to do something tor men displaced from their 
means of livelihood in the common interest 
of the State, but not on the ground that he 
had property in a licence, 
DEFECTIVE MACHINERY. 

The machinery with regard to reduction of 
licences he thought defective, but, with regard 
to endorsement, he taought that the Minister 
acted fairly and wisely in making the con- 
cession he did. 

He thought that all convictions should be 
recorded on the licences, but that the 
authority examining the licences should note 
the character of the offences recorded, and 
consideration should be given to minor or 
technical offences, which Seal not have the 
game value in respect of the abolition of the 
licence as the major offences. } 

Referring to the so-called bona fide traffic, 
Mr. Johnson said it should be called mala 
fide; but provision should.be made for the 
strictly bona fide traveller. They would be 
solye the problem by extending the limit 
from three to six miles.” He favoured an all. 
round opening on Sundays for certain hours, 
so that the man in Tullamore Would haye the 
same privileges as the man in Dublin on a 
Sunday. 

The Minister, he maintained, was on the 
run, and was seeking to secure the support of 
his party by concessions, thus making the bill 
of less use as a measure of temperance re- 
form than when it was introduced. If the 
Minister were prepared to stifien his back, 
as he had been known to do on former oc- 
casions, he (Mr. Johnson) would be prepared 
to support him, | 

The Bill at present aroused no enthusiasm 
from the point of view of the temperance 
advocate. 

THE TAXPAYERS. 

On the compensation question he would not 
be a party to subsidising the licensed trade 
out of the pockets of the genera! taxpayer. 
The trade had held a privileged ition in 
the country, and the monopoly value in the 
Dublin district was worth some thousands of 
pounds, and, if that monopoly value was re- 
moved, the people who were to benefit: by the 
removal should pay for it, and not the gene- 
ral body of the ratepayers. : 

The bill was much less drastic than that 
of 1924, and there had been more of a de- 
sire to meet objections. He wished the 
Minister would give some justification for 
the opening hour of 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. It was too early, he thought, for the 
ordinary man to need a drink, and too late 
for the man going to work, 

With regard to the bona-fide question, he 
looked forward to the wiping out of the 
Sunday bona-fide altogether, and a fixed hour 
of opening cand closing. : 

Mr. B. O'Connor said that comparing the 
drink bill of the past year with the bills of a 
few years ago the comparison showed a big 
reduction in the consumption of drink. He 
had a hope that the bill, by the time it 
reached the Committee stage, would be of 
much milder character than it was now. They 
had strong hopes that the Minister would 
meet the objectionable clauses in the bill. — 

Mr. McCurtain, supporting the bill, said 
that the clause in connection with the en- 
dorsement of licences need not affect decent 
traders. He was in favour of substituting 
universal opening for the present bona-fide 
hours. 

Mr. Norton (Labour) said that there was 
no case made for closing in Dublin from three 
to five on week-days. Fixing a mileage limit 
would net. check the abuses of the bona-fide 
traveller traffic, which always savoured of 
something done surreptitiously. He would 
favour three hours opening for all houses on 
Sundays. Automatic endorsement was 4 
defect in the bill as it stood, He was 
altogether for the closing of a great number 
of the public houses, many of which were 
nothing more than filthy drinking dens, 

With a certain number of amendments the 
bill would, to his mind, be a moderate and 
reasonable measure, He would vote for the 


second reading and take no notice whatever |

EDUCATION.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 


At yesterday’s sitting of the Technics! 
Education Commission evidence was given lo 
Mrs. Mary Kettle. B.A., and Mr. G. J. T. 
Clampett, Principal, Rathmines Technica! 
Institute, representing the Standing Com 
mittee of the Irish Technical Association. 

The technical school, it was stated, should 
offer to all young citizens, other than those 
who intended to enter the university an 
opportunity of receiving instruction in the 
theory, and, to some extent, the practice, of 
whatever trade or calling it was intended t 
adopt, or which had been definitely adopied. 
The school should embrace all types 
workers engaged in trade, industry, and con 
merce. 

There was virtually no limit to the scope 
of subjects that properly come within t! 
definition of technical education. A knowledge 
of art, and all that it implied, was of firs! 
importance in the life of every citize 
Commerce was as essential to economic lile 
as industry. A study of domestic econoen: 
fulfilled the most important function of teach 
ing the household manager the best metho: 
of getting the maximum value íor the 
minimum expenditure. 

The rural districts, where the economic life 
rested upon the land, required a distinct typ: 
of technical education. ‘The scheme in suc! 
districts should aim at developing a love fe 
rural industry. This eould he done by pro 
viding classes and instruction suitable to 
each district, and by demonstrating that a 
full and happy life was to be gained | 
working on the land. 

THE POWER OF MUSIC. 

Music should be included, whenever po: 
sible, in technical schemes, and be treated 
for grant-earning purposes as equal to othe:

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The trial was resumed, and concluded, ef 
Thomas McEvoy, whc was charged with the 
murder of John Fitzpatrick, at Acragar, near 
Mountmellick, on August 2nd, 1922. 

After an absence of two houfs, the jury 
returned to Court at 7.15 o'clock with the 
verdict, ‘‘Guilty of manslaughter,’ and 
McEvoy was sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude. 

In passing sentence, the Judge remarked 
thay the jury had taken a merciful view of 
the case in expressing the opinion that the 
shooting was accidental. 

McEvoy, at the time of the shooting, was 
the manager of thé gas works in Mount- 
mellick. Fitzpatrick lived as a _ casual 


labourer. 
PRISONER'S STORY. 

McEvoy went into the witness-box yester- 
day morning, and was examined by his 
counsel, Mr. es Moore, who was in- 
structed by Mr: Rolleston. He told the jury 
that on the Sunday night before Fitapatrick 
was shot he was crossing the bridge in 
Mountmellick just befor midnight, when he 
saw Fitzpatrick. Fitzpatrick asked him for 
a match. He replied that he had none, and 
that he would give him “a light.” 

Fitzpatrick got the light, and he (McEvoy) 
was going towards his home when he was 
senda by Fitzpatrick, who threatened to 
strike him wi a trowel. He (McEvoy) 
drew a revolver from his pocket and fired 
a shot. .Fitzpatrick and the other men then 
ran away along the bank of the river. 

He had a permit for the revolver. He 
reported to Fitzpatrick’s brother-in-law that 
he had been attacked, and said that he would 
take out Fitzpatrick and give him a hiding. 
He arranged with Kelly, Condren, and 
Mackey to give Fitzpatrick a hiding, so as 
to '“ put the wind up ” him. 

There was no intention to injure Fitzpatrick 
seriously when they took him out on this 
mght. At the old church in Acragar, he 
(McEvoy) asked Fitzpatrick why he attacked 
him on the previous Sunday night. Fitz- 
patrick made no reply, and he took out the 
revolver to frighten hive: Kelly caught his 
hand, and a shot went off. Fitzpatrick fell. 
He (McEvoy) got into the motor car with 
the others. and they drove back to Mount- 
mellick. He warned the other men to say 
nothing about what had happened. 

Next morning he went out to Acragar, and, 
finding that Fitzpatrick was dead, he put vhe 
label inscribed ‘‘ Spies and informers beware ' 
on his breast. 

WAR SERVICE. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for 
the State, McEvoy said that he served with 
the Royal Irish Hegiment in France, having 
joined up in Kilkenny, where he was engaged 
in the gas-fitting business before the war. 

Mr. Carrigan—How many lives did you 
take in France? 

The Witness—I could not answer that. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—The Royal Irish Regi- 
ment did not go to France for fun. 

Mr. Carrigan—This man excuses the taking 
of the life of Fitzpatrick by the number of 
lives he took in France. 

Mr.. Justice Hanna—What he said was that 
he had taken a number of lives in France, but 
the only life which he had taken that was weigh- 
ing upon his conscience was that of Fitz- 
patrick. 

Mr. Carrigan (to the witness)—Was it a 
public service you intended to render to the 
people of the town by getting rid of Fitz- 
patrick and expelling him from the town? 

The Witness—For the public generally and 
for the good of the locality; but it was not 
my intention to do anything serious to him. 

“A PURE ACCIDENT.” 

Further cross-examined, McEvoy said that 
Kelly whispered an Act of Contrition into 
Bitzpatrick’s ear. 

“Why did you not put Fitzpatrick inte 
the car and take him to a doctor?” 

“We were confused,’’ replied McEvoy. 
“ All of us jumped into the car, leaving 
a agg body on the roadside.”’ 

y did you not stand your ground when 
the man was shot ’—Because I was frightened, 
as well ag were the others. Indeed, I was 
horrified, aa they were. 

You say that this was all an @tcident’— 
Yes; it was a pure accident, and it would not 
have happened but for the fact of Kelly 
catching my hand. 

Did you tell Kelly that he was the cause 
of the man’s death’—No. 

Did you tell Kelly that it was an accident? 
—I cannot remember. 

Did you ever say to anyone that it was an 
accident ’—I ‘said it for myself, but I don’t 
think I said it to anyone. It was an accident, 
and I never spoke of it afterwards. 

Mauriee Drohan, Superintendent of the 
Mountmellick Gas Works, gave evidence that 
sometimes McEvoy collected up to £240 a 
week in the town. McEvoy had a revolver 
to protect the gas company’s money, but he 
(the witness) could not say whether he got it 
before or after the shooting. 

WARNED CONFEDERATES. 
_ Mr. ae Moore, in his address to the 
Jury on behalí oí the prisoner, submitted that 
the shooting was accidental, and that if 
McEvoy intended to murder Fitzpatrick he 
would not have told the whole town about it 
or brought witnesses with him. 

Mr. Carrigan, replying for the State, con- 
tended that, while he did not set up Kelly 
or Condren as average samples of the man- 
hood of Mountmellick, they had told the 
truth about this murder, which they were 
helpless to prevent. i 

“ mí McEvoy were not a callous, determined 
scoundrel,’’ said counsel; “if he had a spark 
oí Christian or natural feeling in him, would 
he not have lifted up the unhappy man he 
had shot, taken him to the nearest house and 
sent íor a doctor and a nurse” lí it were an 
accident, would he have warned his con- 
federates that they would suffer the same fate 
if they ever spoke about what they had been 
witnesses to that night? 

‘If it were an accident, would he have 
gone out the next morning and pinned to the 
dead man’s clothes a card which announced 
that Fitzpatrick had gone to join the long 
list of robbers and informers on whose breasts 
similar labels had been pinned by men who 
would have as good a defence for their crimes 
as had McEvoy ?’’ 

MOUNTMELLICK ROBBERIES. 

Summing up, Mr. Justice Hanna directed 
the jury to leave out of their consideration 
the allegation, which had not been proved in 
evidence, that Fitzpatrick was suspected of 
stealing whiskey in Mountmellick, and pointed 
out that, if they believed that on this night the 
revolver went off accidentally, they should 
find McEvoy guilty of manslaughter, 

The law. he said, imposed upon McEvoy the 
responsibility of proving that the shooting 
was accidental, and, if there was any doubt 
in the jurors’ minds on that point, they could 
not give McEvoy the benefit of the doubt 
and they could not acquit him of the charge 
of murder. Fitzpatrick was shot through the 
heart as clean as any man could have been 
shot, and the jury should bear that in mind 
when they came to decide whether or not the 
shooting was accidental.

It was stated at the annual meeting of 
the Orthopedic Hospital, Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin, yesterday, at which Lord 
Glenavy presided, that since the hospital 
was established in 1876 33,000 crippled 
children had been treated, and over 3,000 
had been treated in the last two years. 

The Governor-General, in giving a sub- 
scription to the hospital, spoke of the 
orators throughout the country who 
doubled or trebled his salary, and of 
letters which he received from time to 
time asking him for £500, “which he 
would never miss.’’ 


STORM DAMAGE. 


THE NEED OF HELP. 

The Governor-General, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report, and a resolution that the 
hospital was worthy of support, expressed 
his congratulation on the escape from death 
or injury of the nurses, medical officers and 
children in the calamity that had befallen 
the building in the late storm. He thought 
that they would all feel that there was im- 
posed upon them an additional duty because 
of the effect of this occurrence on the funds 
of the hospital. As an old friend of the late 
Mr. Joseph Mooney, he felt grateful that his 
services to the institution had not. been for- 
gotten, and that in the report they had paid 
him and his family a tribute of the devotion 
which he had given to that great institution. 

He had gone through the institution, and 
he could not help thanking the Matron, 
officers and doctors for the happiness which 
éag in the faces of the childi ‘en in their 
ittle cots. He detected among the clildren 
the feeling that they were in an affectionate 
and kindly home, and, suffering as they were, 
their cheerfulness was the best proof of the 
kindness that they were shown by the sisters 
and the doctors. He took it that one of the 
objects for which they desired his presence 
at the meeting was to try to make known to 
the country at large the great benefit to 
the crippled children which care and atten- 
tion in an hospital like that afforded. Dr. 
Haughton, whose zeal was remarkable, told 
him that during the last two years 3,098 
children had. been attended to and benefited 
in that great home. He would like the public 
to take into their minds what that meant— 
3,000 children were benefited, and some of 
them, he might say, altogether cured. They 
read in the Gospel of the miracles wrought 
by Our Lord, and was it not something to 
think of that Christian charity glowing 
through the minds and souls and skill of 

ersons like those who had charge of that 
institution had been able to give healing and 
benefit to 3,000 children. (Applause.) He 
asked the public throughout the country to 
take that into their hearts and minds. 

APPRECIATING THE HOSPITAL’S 
WORK, 

A way of appreciating that noble institu- 
tion was that those who had wealth should 
send from time to time some small donation 
or give it some benefit in their wills. He 
proposed himself to give a cheque for £50 to 
the institution—-(applause)—because of the 
calamity which had befallen it through the 
destruction of the upper stories. 

The Chairman had not the advantage which 
he sometimes had of having his income 
doubled or trebled by various. orators 
throughout the country—(laughter)—and of 
receiving letters asking him for £500 which 
he would never miss. (Laughter.) There 
were few of them who, by a small donation, 
could not help in the great work which the 
hospital performed. 

FRESH AIR AND SUNSHINE. 

Mr. E. D. MacLaughlin seconded. Last 
year and the year before, he said, they had 
been honour by visits to Ireland of Sir 
Robert Jones, the great London orthopedic 
surgeon, who, in several addresses, impressed 
upon them the enormous advantage of open- 
air and sunshine in the treatment of ortho- 
pedic cases. Would they in Ireland follow 
the example of the sister country, where hos- 
pitals and homes were being established in 
a.. parts of the country for the treatment of 
these cases? They would be wanting in their 
duty to the children requiring treatment 
if they did not give them the fresh air and 
sunshine, Jt was imperative that they should 
emigrate to the country sooner or later. The 
only obstacle to leaving at present was lack 
of money. It had been suggested to them 
that they should join forces with the National 
Hospital for Children, Harcourt street, and 
set up a conjoint establishment in the coun- 
try. There might be difficulties in the way 
of that, financial and otherwise. He could 
imagine that the main difficulty might be 
that they might not get all the accommoda- 
tion that they wanted. The suggestion, how- 
ever, was having careful and sympathetic 
attention, Plans had been prepared for the 
repair of the damage done by the storm, the 
cost would be, perhaps, £700 or £1,000. A 
subscription list had been opened for this 
FE and he hoped that there would be a 
good response. 

The report and the resolution were unani- 
mously adopted. 
ELECTION OF GOVERNORS. 

Dr. Bethel Solomons moved that the fol- 
lowing governors be re-elected :—Mr. Justice 
Pim, “Mr. 8. Haughton, Miss Corcoran, Mr. 
Green, Captain French, Mrs. Hignett, Mr. 
Phelps, Miss Dobbs, Mrs. Haughton, Mr. 
Brown, Miss Somerville, Miss Kirkpatrick, 
Mrs. O’Brien, Miss Wade, and Miss Maguire, 
and that Mrs, Mooney and Mr. J. J. Mooney 
be elected governors. 

DOCTOR'S EXPERIENCE. 

Dr. Solomons mentioned that under the 
egis of the late Dr. Swan he had been 
treated as a patient in the gymnasium of the 
hospital, and it was, perhaps, due to him and 
his work that he (Dr. Solomons) was able to 
walk about, and, perhaps, sometimes run. 
There was close co-operation between the 
Rotunda and the Orthopedic Hospitals, Many 
children with club feet were sent to the 
latter hospital, and he could conceive of use- 
ful co-ordination in the cases of children re- 

uiring orthopedic care—starting in the 

otunda or other maternity hospitals, bein 
sent thence to the Orthopaedic Hospital, an 
from there to some sunshine home in the 
country. The hospital, which was a national 
necessity, had given many useful soldiers 
and citizens to the country. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark, who seconded, 
said that their existing premises were alto- 
gether inadequate for their needs, He asked 
supporters of the hospital to follow the 
example of the Governor-General, and sym- 
pathise to the extent of £50. He, himself, 
proposed to give £10. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

RECORD OF GOOD WORK. 

In moving a vote of thanks to the Council 
of the Hospital Sunday Fund, and the Dub- 
lin Corporation for their grants, to the ladies 
who organise the Country Cot Collections, 
the Linen Guild, and to the Press for its 
support of the hospital, Dr. W. ©. Steven- 
son said that one of the most remarkable 
things im connection with the hospital was 
that 75 patients were waiting to come in, 
and they had no room for them. 

Dr. W. 8. Haughton, in seconding, said 
that since the hospital was established in 
1876 35,000 crippled children had been 
treated, and over 3,000 had been treated 
during the last two years. If they had 150 
beds they could fill every one of them. In 
regard to amalgamation, they were willing 
and anxious to consider any scheme that 
would make for efficiency. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

CHAIRMAN AND AMALGAMATION. 

Lord Glenavy, who presided, referred in 
feeling terms to the late Mr. Joseph Mooney, 
who had always found time to devote him- 
self to works of charity, but whose chief 
delight and joy was to come to the aid of the 
Orthopedic Hospital.

‘Sirn,—We owe to Herbert Spencer the 

classic proof that absolute ownership of land 
cannot exist; that if a man could own a piece 
of land in the sense in which he owns a 
watch or any other material property, the 
least power he would possess would be to 
order someone else off it; that if it was 
possible for one man to own in this sense 
one piece of land, it was possible for a 
restricted number of men to own all the land 
of any country or even of the whole world, 
and, therefore, to order out of any country, 
or even off the earth, every non-possessor of 
land; that the possession of absolute property 
in land connoted the right of the possessors 
of land of the power of life and death and 
cremation, and, a fortiori, of every lesser 
power over the rest of the human community, 
which is absurd. 

Instinct in the whole policy of the farmers’ 
leaders is a flat denial of this classic argu- 
ment, and the time has come for the issue to 
be tried out. : 

Does the Irish farmer, in possessing the 
sole existing productive asset (agricultural 
land) in the Free State, own the Free State? 
Has he the right to the continued exercise of 
the power he claims of sentencing to starva- 
tion or banishment every individual human 
being who does not in fact own land or 
work for those who do own land!—Yours, 
etc., Huco V. Fury.

WOMEN JURORS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I have read with interest the letters 
which have appeared in your columns con- 
cerning women on juries, and as a woman 
(one, moreover, who is merely of the house- 
keeping and domesticated variety) I would 
like to state very briefly my views on the 
subject for whatever they may be worth. 

It is admitted that nobody, man or woman, 
likes the idea of jury service; but it seems to 
me only reasonable that nowadays, when 
women are sharing with men most of life's 
responsibilities, it 1s rather childish to try to 
cut them off from one of the primary duties 
of citizenship on a plea that their feelings 
need special consideration. We always have 


had women nurses who were equa] to what: | 


ever strain might be placed upon them, and 
far many vears we have had women doctors. 
while the late war has demonstrated beyond 
all possibility of dispute women’s resourceful. 
ness and capacity for endurance. 

It is extraordinary how the poor, dinner. 
less husband manages to survive in this 
country as an argument against almost any 
kind of progress. In pre-war days it was the 
Parliamentary franchise. If a woman left her 
home for the period of time necessary to 
record her vote it might entail the dread 
possibility of her husband’s having no dinner 
(masculine imagination, apparently, could 
picture no greater calamity). It should be 
noted that the wives of the very poor can 
desert their homes and husbands and children 
in order to do charing, and their husbands, 
in spite of it. manage te survive—perhars, 


indeed, because of it; and the wives of the 


well-to-do may desert their homes for bridge, 
or golf, of some other form of entertainment, 
with a like immunity from catastrophe. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that the middle-class 
woman is peculiarly or specially inept, or 
that temporary absence from home on civic 
duty is more conducive to wrecking the home 


than an absence due to the desire for pleasure 
or the need to work. . 

One is really ashamed of the type of argu- 
ment which is being used to-day in the Free 
State in order to push women back into the 
dark ages. Surely the argument of the 
neglected home and husband has become too 
thin and poor to be referred to save by way 
of joke in any civilised country? 

Women must understand A that the 
feelings of the most susceptible have been 
admirably safeguarded by existing legislation. 
Those who do not wish to serve on juries are 
exempt on application. The new bill, if it 
becomes law, will prohibit those from serving 
who are able and willing to do so. Could 
any proposal be more unreasonable or unjust? 
Women also must remember that there are, 
unfortunately, from time to time, sad and 
terrible cases of assault on little children. 
Would any mother be capable of wishing her 
child to appear in a court of law composed 
exclusivély of men! Surely, ordinary common 
decency of feeling demands that there should 
be women on the juries which try these cases. 

As a staunch, if humble, supporter of the 
Free State, I have been ashamed of my 
Government’s attitude towards women. Re- 
membering the Amending Bill to the Civil 
Service Act (now law), by which women may 
be debarred from any particular examination, 
one is tempted to wonder if the Government 
is not pursuing a steady, if stealthy, cam- 
paign against all these rights which women 
have so hardly won.—Yours, etc.;

The Liquor Bill. 


The second reading of the Free State 
Government’s Intoxicating Liquor Bill 
was passed in Datl Eireann yesterday by 
fifty votes to thirty-six. The Minister 
for Justice, in explaining the measure, 
said that the Government would resign if 
the second reading were defeated. It 
breathes more freely to-day, but it cannot 
fail to recognise that it has won its new 
lease of life through a considerable loss of 
reputation. During the past. week the: 
drink trade has put enormous pressure 
upon the rank-and-file of the Government 
party, and the result shows that it is still 
a powerful and sinister influence in the 
country’s political affairs ; for the Govern- 
ment has surrendered along the whole line. 
The Bill, as introduced, adhered closely to 
the Liquor Commission’s recommendations, 
and was a sound and strong, though by no 
means drastic, measure of temperance 
reform. To-day the only essential feature 
which remains is the provision for the 


of compensation by the surviving licence- 
holders. The automatic endorsement of 
licences, on conviction under the Licensing 
Acts, has vanished.” Mr. O’Higgins has 
promised amendments in the Committee 
stage whereby endorsement will lie in the 
District Justice’s discretion, and a con- 


clear licence when the sale is a genuine 
transaction. The proposed closing of 
public-houses for two afternoon hours in 
the county boroughs and the stricter 
regulation of the so-called bona fide traffic 
were valuable features of the Bill. Mr. 
O’ Higgins now is ready to leave them to 
the free vote of the House, knowing, of 
course, that by this decision their doom 
is sealed. To-day the Bill may be com- 
pared with Alice’s Cheshire cat; for only 
the publican’s grin abides. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson described the resur- 
rection of the publicans’ political power 
as a disturbing phenomenon in Free State 
affairs. It is disturbing, indeed, but it 
will surprise no student of history or of 
human nature. The drink-sellers of the 
Free State have controlled a lucrative 
trafic for many years with a more than 
ordinary disregard of the _ nation’s 
interests. Their average affluence, and 
their influence with their customers— 
virtually the whole community—gave them, 
during two generations of political war- 
fare, a hold upon votes which made them 
a formidable power in the land. Until 
the present Government took office few 
Ministers and no popular leader cared to 
quarrel with them; and so the conduct of 
their trade, which was hurting the 
country’s welfare at a thousand. pointe, 
remained unchallenged and unreformed. 
A change came with the establishment of 
a native Government. In particular, Mr. 
O’Higgins was—and, as believe, 
remains—a convinced advocate of temper- 
ance reform. His legislation of 1924 
angered the liquor traders, but did not 
provoke their resolute opposition. As 
cynics they may have given him no crecit 
for sincerity; as politicians they may 
have thought the moment inopportune for 
decisive action. The present Bil] showed, 
however, that the danger was real, and the 
imminence of a genera! election furnished 
an occasion for political pressure. Rally- 
ing their large forces, the publicans 
delivered their ultimatum to the Govern- 
ment, with the result that we see to-day.

To-day, in very large measure, 
those feelings have suffered a happy 
change. The conservative classes have 
reconciled themselves gradually to the 
shocks of revolution and are playing, or 
are prepared to play, their proper part in 
the task of national development. Many 
things have helped them to this change of 
heart—their love of Ireland, the good- 
will of their fellow-countrymen, the 
Government’s sense of justice and fair 
play, but most of all, as we believe, the 
fine ideals with which Ministers seemed 
to be informed. Many mistakes of 
prejudice and inexperience were forgiven 
to men who had-the courage to dissipate 
foolish illusions, to attack vested 


before any form of private interest. The 
firmness with which, in the first instance, 
Mr. O’Higgins grasped the nettle of 
temperance reform inspired all good Irish- 
men with the most ardent hopes. To-day 
their disappointment will be deep. 
Perhaps, they ‘had expected too much. 
Perhaps, their sorrow at the discovery 
that the Free State Government is not 
more heroic than any other Government 
is a high tribute to President Cosgrave 
and his colleagues. Yet disillusionment 
is always a bitter business. 


Tangier. 

The first meeting of the Franco-Spanish 
conference concerning the future of Tangier 
was held in Paris on Tuesday. Tangier 
is one of those places that seem eternally 
to be setting the big Powers at one 
another’s throats. It is a little enclave, 
carved out of Moroccan territory, and 
administered by an international régime, 
the constitution of which was determined 
by the British, French and Spanish 
Governments in 1923. The Italian 
Government also was a party to the 
negotiations ; but Signor Mussolini, for 
reasons of his own, refused to sign the 
convention. This arrangement was carried 
out with a considerable measure of success 
until the Riff campaign assumed serious 
proportions. Then, apparently, the Tangier 
zone was used by Abd-el Krim as a base 
for secret service work against the 
Spaniards, and its existence, virtually in 
the heart of the Spanish Protectorate, was 
a source of constant anxiety to King 
Alfonso’s. generals. Consequently, when 
the rebellion was suppressed the Spanish 
Government decided that the future of 
Tangier must be shaped in accordance 
with the needs of Spanish policy. Last 
August a definite demand was made that 
the international zone should be incor- 
porated in the Spanish Protectorate, or 
that,. in the alternative, the Spanish 
Government should be given a mandate 
by the League of Nations to administer it. 
This demand was presented to the Govern- 
ments of Britain, France and Italy, with 
the result that they rejected it unani- 
mously. The Madrid Government con- 
tinued to press for a conference with the 
other interested Powers.. Britain and Italy 
took the view that the problem ought to 
be tackled in the first instance by France 
and Spain, and the present. conference was 
arranged on the understanding that, if 
France and Spain should reach an agree- 
ment on principle, Britain and Italy 
would join them at a later stage of the 
proceedings to consider the details of the 
proposed changes. Unfortunately, the 
Spanish claims are anything but modest. 
They include the absolute control of the 
town of Tangier by Spanish authorities, 
the incorporation of the remainder of the 
zone in Spanish Morocco; the abolition 
of the existing Committee of Control, 
which is an ynternational body, consisting 
of the consular representatives of the 
Powers that signed the Tangier Conyen- 
tion; and the replacement of the present 
French administrator by a Spaniard. 
These demands are tantamount to a claim 
for annexation, which the Powers will be 
very loth to concede, Britain’s policy in 
the matter is simple. She insist: that the 
principle of the “open door” shall be 
observed in regard to commerce and that 
in time of war the port of Tangier must 
be neutral. If this port had been in 
Spanish hands during the Great War, 4

Free State Fisheries. 


A report on the state of the fisheries, 
published in the: Jrish Trade. Journal, 
shows that in the main fishermen in the 


progress. The herring season opened well 
in County Waterford. The quality of the 
catch was good, the demand in Germany 
was encouraging, and curing went ahead 
briskly and extended along the coast to 
Kinsale «id Baltimore. During the 
summer Arklow and Howth motor drifters 
fished off the southern coast, and some 
thirty steam vessels from across the 
Channel joined in the reaping of the 
harvest of the sea. About the middle of 
July the Howth season began. More 
curers were at work than in any previous 
year, and the improvements made by the 
Commissioners of Public Works, for the 
provision of increased berthage and of 
larger shore accommodation for the 
handling of the fish, were utilised to the 
full. Fifty Irish motor vessels and sixty 
steamboats from Britain swelled the fleet. 
Good prices compensated for disappointing 
catches. In Donegal herring fishing went 
on from May to August, with poor results ; 
for the shoals were not located, and the 
yawls gleaned unfruitful waters. In 
Mayo and Galway also results were un- 
satisfactory. Unlike the herring catch, 
the mackerel catch was uniformly a 
failure. The market has fallen off, and 
Irish fishermen have met competition from 
America, where a glut of mackerel was 
cured and loaded on the market. Many 
Irish fresh consignments failed to pay 
carriage to market. A caréfully limited 
supply was cured, and gradual release to 
the market brought fair prices. Salmon 
fisheries improved greatly. Exports of 
salmon and trout increased from 20,527 
ewt, in 1924 to 21,782 ewt. in 1925 to no 
less than 24,501 cwt. We see no reason 
why salmon should not be consumed every

A Cathedral History. 


We have described diocesan and 
parish histories, compiled in recent 
years in the North, as models for 

ral imitation; and now we are 
constrained to applaud one more work 
of piety completed by the Lagan- 
side. The Dean of Down, in his mono- 
graph, “Lisburn Cathedral and its Past 
Rectors,” has done what we should like 
to see done by incumbents in other 
parishes, famous or obscure. He has 
edited and arranged the manuscript and 
memorial records of the Cathedral. To most 
Irish people Lisburn is simply the first big 
railway station on the line from Belfast— 
a place where the long linen webs lie 
bleaching on emerald fields. It is an im- 
portant town, but formerly, before Belfast 
grew to such magnitude, it was relatively 
more important. There, upon streets 
glazed in ice, in November of the year 
1641, what almost might rank as one of 
the decisive battles of Irish history was 
fought ; and from the Vestry Book Dean 
Carmody transcribes the townspeople’s 
“brief relation of the miraculous victory. 
In the pages of the Cathedral records 
appear the names of most of the Anglo- 
Irish families of Ulster, again and again. 
Thus the ramifications of the Dobbs family 
repeatedly appear, and we are told of the 
Reverend Richard Dobbs, Rector from 
17435 to 1775, who had been attracted to 
a sailor's life, “but after a voyage to the 
West Indies he formed an aversion to it.” 
We read, too, of his son, Francis, who 
voted in Parliament against the Union. 
Harrisons, Hamiltons, Crymbles and others 
pass numerously through these pages, and 
we find the epitaph written for Jeremy 
Taylor, who died in Lisburn in 1667, 
Bishop of the United Diocese,

Recalling many of the stirring episodes of 
the sea during the war, and the heroism dis-

linister’s proposal to allow one clause of

“ PRIVATE BILL.” 


Either the bill was, or was not, a 
Government measure. If it were a Govern- 
ment measure, why was one of its most 
important clauses to be left to a free vote, 
and why did the Minister talk of obtain- 
ing assistance outside the ranks of his 
party? In all the circumstances, could it 
be said to be anything but a private bill? 

‘ Well,” continued Captain Redmond, 
amid some merriment, “ I congratulate the 
Vice-President on his private bill, but I 
suggest that it might more appropriately 
have been introduced during private mem- 
bers’ time.” Having twitted the Minister 
in this style at some length, the deputy 
proceeded to criticise the general provi- 
sions of the measure, for which, he de- 
clared, there was no genuine demand, as 
amply evidenced by the split in the 
Government Party. 

Mr. Beamish, a Government deputy, fol- 
lowed with an unqualified benediction cf 
the measure. 

Some evidence of the difference existing 
behind the front benches was contained in 
the remarks of Messrs. Shaw, P. J. Egan, 
and B. O'Connor, all three of whom, how- 
ever, supported the second reading because 
of an apparent previous knowledge of the 
Minister's disposition to meet their main 
objections on the Committee stage. 

Mr. Shaw found no difficulty in support- 
ing the second reading, since, as he ex- 


controversial points could be settled by 
compromise on the Committee stage. Mr. 
Egan showed anxiety to have some por- 
tion of the compensation of extinguished 
licences borne by the State for the reason, 
as he submitted, that the bill was designed 
to improve the State. So far as the bill 
stood at present, it did not appear that the 
State was going to be anything out of 
pocket, despite the end towards which the 
measure had been designed. | 


THE LABOUR VIEW. 


Most of the Labour members, while ex- 
pressing themselves as lacking 
smallest affection for the licensed trade, 
voted against, the bill, while the few who 
supported the second reading had many 
serious criticisms of one or more pro- 
visions of the measure to offer.

FATAL FALL AT. 
BALDONNELL.

An accident resulting in the death of 
Mr. Arthur Nuttall, of Bray, occurred 
during the race for the Challenge Cup at 
the Hillside Harriers’ Point-to-Point 
Races, which were held at Baldonnell, Co. 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Nuttall was riding Miss Una 
Lawlor’s Three Cheers, and was taking 
the double-bank on the first round, when 
his horse slipped and threw him off on his 
head 


He received serious injury to the spine 
and head, and died in St. Vincent's 
Private Hospital, Dublin, at ten minutes 
to 10 o’clock last night. 

The horse that he was riding broke his 
back and had to be destroyed. 


EYE WITNESS’S DESCRIPTION. 

Interviewed. last night by an Irish 
Times representative, an eye-witness of the 
accident said that Mr. Nuttall was in the 
second row of horses. Four horses had 
just taken the bank. His horse seemed to 
have misjudged the “double-bank, for he 
stumbled on top of it, then fell over, 
throwing Mr. Nuttall out on his head. It 
all happened in an instant, but it ap- 
peared as if the horse, in coming down, 
kicked his rider on the head. 

Several persons ran to the aid of Mr. 
Nuttall, and Mr. Daly, who was riding 
Mr. Ferrall’s Who in the same race, 
pulled up and galloped back to the en- 
closure for a doctor. Dr. Osborne mounted 
Mr. Daly’s horse and rode to the scene of 
the accident, and attended the injured 
rider. A priest, who was in the vicinity 
at the time, when he learned of Mr. 
Nuttall’s serious condition, gave him the 
last rites of the Roman Catholic Church. 


REMOVED TO HOSPITAL. 

The injured gentleman was. then taken 
off the course on a stretcher to the Army 
Aerodrome close by, where he was placed 
in an Army Ambulance and taken to St. 
Vincent's Private Hospital, Dublin. An 
operation was performed shortly after ad- 
mission in a last hope of saving Mr. 
Nuttall’s life, but he succumbed to his 
injuries without regaining consciousness. 
An inquest will be held this afternoon. 

The late Mr. Arthur Nuttall was aged 
about 25 years, and was a son of Mr. 
Henry Nuttall, of Bray, the well-known 
horse owner and -trainer, who was a 
famous steeplechase rider in his day. The 
family has a fine recor@ in hunting and 
racing achievements. A brother of the de- 
ceased gentleman, Mr. Jack Nuttall, was 
badly injured in a point-to-point race 
meeting last August, ans has not yet re- 
covered wholly trom the effects of his 
accident. 


OTHER ACCIDENTS. 

The meeting had been a great success 
up to the time of the accident, and 4 
large crowd were present. It was gene- 
rally thought at first that Mr. Nuttall 
was only temporarily stunned, and would 
soon recover. The pace in all the races 
was very fast, especially the Challenge 
Cup race. 

There were a number of other accidents 
during the races, and four horses were 
killed—two of them at the double bank 
at which Mr. Nuttall met with his acci- 
dent. Several riders were thrown, but 
fortunately none of them received any in- 
juries beyond a bad shaking. One of the 
Army riders was stunned for a few 
seconds when thrown at one of the fences. 

As the last race was finishing a section 
of the crowd broke through the ropes, and 
two of the horses shied and backed into a 
number of people, causing, it 1s stated, a 
few minor injuries. 


THE FENCES ON THE COURSE. 


All the fences on the course are on the 
small side, and the double bank is fine 
and wide. The course is an excellent one 
for strong galloping. 

This was the third year on which the 
Hillside Harriers held their races at Bal- 
donnell, and up to this no rider had been 
fatally injured. Last year two horses 
were killed. 

Several weeks ago the instructions were 
issued to intending riders and to owners 
warning them to inspect the course, 
which was flagged on last Sunday for 
this purpose. The judges and officials of 
the race meeting also inspected the 
course and fences, as all committees must 
do in point-to-point races. 


THE USE OF CRASH HELMETS. 


A well-known Dublin follower of the 
hounds told an Jrish Times representa- 
tive last night that he could not under- 
stand why riders in steeplechases did not 
use crash helmets. Under the National 
Steeplechase Rules in England all jockeys 
are compelled to wear small crash helmets 
for their protection. These crash helmets 
are similar to those worn by motor 
cyclists. A number of nasty accidents on 
Irish courses, he said, would be avoided 
uf the use of crash helmets were made 
compulsory.

A LAST STAND. 

All the indications are that Sun Chuan 
Fang's forces still largely outnumber their 
opponents, but apparently demofalisation 
has set in, and there have been many 
reports of sections of his armies going 
over to the southerners. The bulk of his 
forces are apparently drawn up westward 
of Hangchow for a last stand. 

The passenger service on the Shanghai- 
Hangchow railway has been suspended, 
and it is believed that this is due to the 
concentration of rolling stock at Hang- 
chow in view of the possibility of Sun 
Chuan Fang’s forces falling back towards 
Shanghai. 
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EARTHQUAKE LASTS 
FOUR HOURS

IN EASTERN SIBERIA. 


IA ma big earthquake took place 
yesterday. It was recorded by 
seismograph instruments in Great Britain, 
and Professor J. J. Shaw, of West Brom- 
wich (Birmingham), says that it was a 
large record, indicating a very big disturb- 
ance—the biggest for some months. 
“FOUR HOURS OF SHOCKS.” 

The British Air Ministry in a statement 
last night said :— 

Another large earthquake was recorded at 
Kew Observatory very early this morning. 
The first shock arrived at 1 hour 47 minutes 
and 31 seconds. 

The distance of the centre of this disturb- 
ance is estimated at 8,800 kilometres (5,500 
miles). ‘The disturbance lasted four hours. 

Clear records of the seismic wave from the 
great oo in Dalmatia were obtained 
at Kew on February 14. The first compres- 
sional wave reached the observatory at ó 
hours 47 minutes and 4 seconds, and. the first 
shearing wave at á hours 50 minutes and 
1 second, 


The largest oscillat..n of the ground 


occurred at ó hours 52 minutes, the dis- 
placement being about .085 millimetres 
(about three-thousandth part of an inch). 
The disturbance lasted 40 minutes. 

The seismographs at the Bendandi 
(Italy) Observatory also registered violent 
earth tremors, the centre of the disturb- 
ance being probably about 5,300 miles 
distant. The shocks were so violent that 
the instruments continued to register for 
four hours. 

IN EASTERN SIBERIA. 

Reuter’s Tokio ‘Correspondent says that 
the Central Observatory has recorded a 
heavy earthquake off Kamchatka (a pen- 
insula in Eastern Siberia, north-east of 
Japan), starting at 10.30 this morning, 
and lasting four and a half hours. It is 
considered as severe as the great Japanese 
earthquake of 1925. 

Although it was not felt in Tokio, 
Northern Japan experienced it slightly. 
No casualties or damage, however, are re- 
ported there. | 

IN HERZEGOVINA. 

A Reuter’s message reports that a new 
severe earthquake shock occurred last 
night at Sarajevo and Jubinje (Herze- 
govina), where a number of houses, al- 
ready damaged in the previous earth- 
quake, collapsed, but so far no loss of life 
is reported. 

The Seismological Institute in Belgrade 
yesterday morning issued an official warn- 
ing predicting the recurrence during the 
next few months of earthquakes, due to 
deeply-seated tectonic disturbance. This 
warning was followed by another earth- 
quake, which destro-ed twenty-six more 
houses at Jubinje about two o’clock in the 
afternoon. Fortunately, however, there 
were no fresh casualties. |

COMING TRADE UNION 
LEGISLATION.

Mr. Winston Churchill, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, speaking last night as the 
guest of the Woodford Wells Branch of 
the West Essex Unionist Association, 
commented upof the legislation which the 
Government intend to introduce to deal 
with trade unionism. 

Socialism and liberty could not co- 
exist, said Mr. Churchill, at the outset. 
Socialism means the death of personal 
liberty. Socialism has no share in liberty 
whatever, and every instinct that rises in 
the human heart for freedom must be re- 
pulsed by that desolating creed. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND CHINA. 

Speaking upon the situation in China, 
he said there was nothing further from 
the thought of the Government than to 
be drawn into aggression or adventure in 
China. There was, however, a point 
beyond which they could not go in 
humility and conciliation. They had 
shown, in a manner which had convinced 
the world, that, although it had been 
necessary to set in motion twenty thou- 
sand men, they had not the faintest in- 
tention of using those forces with any 
other object than that of protecting our 
own fellow-subjects. At any moment the 
Government was prepared to enter into 
amicable discussions with any of the 
parties in China with whom our trading 
interests and citizens were brought into 
contact. 

They had shown more than any other 
nation which had interests in China that 
they were ready to alter and abrogate 
obsolete treaty rights, in order to gratify 
and dignify the legitimate aspirations of 
the Chinese people. He believed that the 
Government policy had gathered together 
not only the support of their own party, 
but far outside the limits of the regular 
supporters of the Government they had 
found that they were carrying with them, 
in this sober and prudent course which 
they had mapped out, the broad, central 
mass of British opinion, both at home 
and throughout the Empire. (Cheers.) 


THE TRADE UNION BILL... 

Speaking on the proposed trade union 
legislation, he said that the Government 
had not the slightest intention of being 
responsible for any legislation which 
would affect the right and the practical 
power of collective bargaining among 
workmen. ‘The power of collective bar- 
gaining also implied the right to strike, 
and the means to conduct a strike in an 
effective manner. , 

All that must remain absolutely secure, 
he said. We have véry anxious and re- 
sponsible duties to perform in this 
matter, and His Majesty’s present 
advisers intend to perform those duties 
collectively with a true sense of corporate 
loyalty, one to another, and with a 
sincere realisation of how much better the 
collective view by Jpyal and united 
colleagues is than any individual expres- 
sion of opinion. When we present our 
proposals to the House of Commons, as 
we shall do before many weeks are past, 
they will be found to embody the views 
of a united public, both in respect of 
what they include and in respect of 
what they leave out. 


BOLSHEVIKS IN BRITAIN. 

Mr. Churchill then took up the question 
of Russia and Bolsheviks in Great Britain. 

We are under no illusion about Russia, 
I can assure you, he said. At present 
there is no lack of provocation in the 
behaviour of the Russian Government, and 
I see sometimes it is written in the papers, 
“What is the Government afraid of?” 
Well, nothing could be less alarming, from 
the Government's point of view, than a 
gesture to sweep the Russian Delegation 
Trading Association diplomatic representa- 
tives out of the country. It would in no 
way involve any test of physical or moral 
courage on the part of His Majesty's 
Ministers, and it would give an immense 
amount of satisfaction from one end of 
the land to the other; but, if we do not 
take that course, you must be good enough 
to credit us with having most carefully 
and profoundly considered the matter in 
all its bearings, having no other object in 
view than the long interest of the country 
and the general advancement of the peace 
of the world. 

This is one of those questions in which 
the House of Commons and the Conserva- 
tive Party throughout the country will be 
ready to give confidence and full dis- 
cretionary power to ths responsible 
Government of the day, and will believe 
that, whatever course they consider it 
right to take, they are actuated by a 
sincere desire to do what is best for the 
country as a whole. (Cheers.) 

We are certainly not ignorant of the 
provocation that we have received, and all 
that we ask from our friends and sup- 
porters is to believe that we share their 
feelings and comprehend their point of 
view, but also to remember that there are 
other considerations which cannot be swept 
aside, as if they were valueless, at the 
present time. (Cheers.)

CONCESSION BY THE 
RAILWAYS,

The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—The expectation of an improve- 
ment in industrial conditions, and, there- 
fore, of an increase of railway traffic, has 
led the railway companies to agree to a 
restoration by instalments of the guaran- 
teed week of work and wages to their 
employés in the traffic and clerical 
grades. The full week will be guaranteed 
in two months’ time. In the engineering 
industry both the Engineering and Ship-' 
building Trades’ Federation and the Joint 
Committee of the Engineering Unions in 
the London~ district are taking pre- 
liminary steps in movements for an in- 
crease of wages. 

The decision of the railway companies 
was communicated to the representatives 
of the three unions concerned—the 
National Union of Railwaymen, the Asso- 
ciated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen and the Railway Clerks’ 
Association—yesterday afternoon. The 
unions yesterday repeated their original 
representations. The companies again 
replied that the immediate restoration of 
the guaranteed week. would entail dis- 
missals. Eventually it was agreed that, 
as from next Monday, a four days’ week 
should be guaranteed—instead of three 
days as now—and, as from March 14th, a 
five days’ week, and that on April 11th 
the full guaranteed week should come 
into force again. During the next two 
months the governing conditions of the 
agreement of May 21st last will continue 
to apply. 

The suspension of the guaranteed week 
‘will be administered in such a way as 
not to cause expense to the companies, 
and will not be applicable to men who 
did not take part in the strike,” and 
surplus labour at one place may be trans- 
ferred to another where work is avail- 
able. The representatives of the unions 
indicated their satisfaction with the new 
agreement.

BELFAST BUILDS WORLD'S 
BIGGEST MOTOR SHIP. 
The largest motor vessel afloat, the 

Alcantara, which has been built by Har-

Like her sister ship, the Asturias, the 
ship which is of 22,250 tons, is a floating 
palace.

Bsitain, like that in the Free State, 
has proved more successful. than was anti- 
cipated. Last week the Dail passed a 
supplementary estimate of £46,000 for the 
Carlow sugar beet factory subsidy; last 
night the House of Commons voted a 
supplementary estimate of nearly ten 
times that amount (£450,000) in con- 


| nection with the sugar beet factories in 


England. 

VARIED VIEWS. 
Some M.P.’s disagreed with the subsidy 
altogether, others did not consider the 
industry justified the amount of money 
which was being expended upon the 
product, and a few saw a bright future 
for the farmers who were. enterprising 
enough to take up this branch of agricul- 
tural work. 
One strong opponent of the subsidy was 
Mr. Jack Jones, who, as the member for 
Silvertown, has a strong interest in the 
prosperity of the local sugar refineries. 
He declared that the Government grant 
to the sugar beet industries had had a 
most prejudicial effect on the cane sugar 
refineries already established, and has 
resulted in thousands of men in London, 
Liverpool and Greenock being thrown out 
of employment. 
Colonel Guinness, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, in his opening speech, argued that 
the extent of the subsidy was the proof 
of the success of the Government policy in 
encouraging this new industry. 
Sir John Simon, with his legal mind, 
seized upon this point and asked Mr. 
Guinness whether he seriously maintained 
that if his demand had been for five 
millions his policy would have been ten 


times more successful. ' 


SUPERIOR YIELD. 

Sir George Courthope said that the in- 
creased ameunt of the subsidy was due, 
not to miscalculation as to acteage of the 
beet crop, but to its superior yield and 
quality. This was very satisfactory, 
showing that the hopes of the pioneers of 
the beet sugar industry were being justi- 
fied. There was reason to believe that 
when the subsidy came to an end British 
beet sugar would be in a position to 
compete with foreign supplies in the 
markets of the world. 

Mr. ‘Alexander contended that the sub- 
sidised sugar had ‘displaced a similar 
amount of British refined sugar and had 
caused unemployment in Silvertown, 
Greenock and other places. 

Mr. Harris denounced the subsidy as 
wrong in principle and bound to involve 
an ever-increasing charge on the 
Exchequer. 


THE MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Colonel Guinness, in reply, said that 
they were bound to honour the agreement 
with the beet sugar producers. After all, 
& great risk was taken by those who put . 
up the money for the factories, and it 
would be most unjust to deprive them of 
the subsidies on which they counted. “”” 

Sir Frederick Wise asked if the condi- 
tions could not be altered for new capital 
coming into the industry. 

Colonel Guinness said that this would 
not be possible under the existing Act, 
and he thought it would be very much 
against the interest of the industry they 
were endeavouring to establish if «they 
made such a change. He believed the 
Treasury did not offer in the first place 
higher terms than were necessary to get 
the industry established. 


14,000 EXTRA WORKERS. 

It was not possible to trace any direct 
result of the subsidy on wages. Even in 
countries growing the largest beet crop, 
the average land under beet was only 2.1 
per cent. of the cultivated area, and they 
could not base on that any increase on the 
standard wage. It was estimated, how- 
ever, that employment was given to 14,000 
extra workers in the rural areas, and to 
6,500 in the sugar factories. 

The wages paid were higher than those 
given for ordinary farming work. But for 
the subsidy it was safe to say a great deal 
of agricultural land would have gone out 
of cultivation altogether. 

The vote was agreed to- without. a 
division.

SENATORS REPLY TO PRESIDENT 
COSGRAVE. - 


Senator T. Farren writes as follows, under 
yesterday's date, with reference to the debate 
that took place in the Dail. on Tuesday on 
the Local Government Bill :—‘ President Cos- 
grave is reported in to-day’s Press as having 
alleged thet the amendment to the Local 
Government Bill which 1 moved in the Seanad, 
in order to secure for purchasers of. houses 
built by local authorities fair treatment in 
the matter of remission of rates, was in effect 
nothing but an attempt to ‘buy votes.” . 

‘If an untrue statement gets even a day's 
start of the truth it is difficult to catch up 
with it, but. 1 wish to give an immediate and 
flat contradiction to the President’s allegation. 
If Mr. Cosgrave had taken the trouble to look 
up the Official Report of the debate on the 
Loca] Government Bill, 1925, when this prin- 
ciple of rate remission was first introduced, 
he would have found that I made the same 
claim then as I make now. As long ago as 
February 20th, 1925, when no election was 
in the offing, an amendment was moved by 


- 


Local Government Bill. the effect of which 
was to give a remission of rates on new 
buildings. I said then that it would be un- 
just to give the remission in respect of cer- 
tain buildings and to withhold it in the case 
of houses built by, and purchased from, local 
authorities. It was impossible to draft an 
amendment to Senator Brown's amendment, 
for the matter was only brought up on the 
last stage of the bill. The amendment to the 
new bill is inspired by exactly the same

usually price.” We analysed some elements in 


in view of later information. Accepting the 
Goverrment’s cost of living figure as giving 
a rough measure of recent price changes, we 
may. place 1926 as 90 per cent. above 1913. 
But the last available statistics issued by the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce show 
that the percentage increases in the prices for 
store cattle, in the latter as against the former 
year only ran between 60.2 for yearlings (at 
fairs) and 27.4 for three-year-aids and over 
(live-weight). For. fat cattle the figures ran 
from an increase of 25.8 (under two years old, 
at fairs) to 3.8 for “cows and bulls, live- 
weight.” The percentages work out better 
for sheep (but not, we believe, for wool), and 
better still for pigs (bacon is not quoted in 
this table); but in no case—except, perhaps, 
in that of pigs under twelve weeks (73.7)—is 
there any percentage approximating to the 
increased cost of living index for 1926. 
Let us illustrate the farmers’ position from 
a consideration of the prices for two-three year- 
old stores. Another table issued by the same 
Ministry gives the average price per head for 
Stores two-three years old in Saorstat 
Eireann for the three Decembers, 1911, ’12, 
‘13, at about £11. 5s. per head. “Now, 
farmer who expended £100 in: the 
year 1913 for necessaries would, by hypothesis, 
have had to spend about £180 to £190. for 
the same necessaries last year. Assuming his 
means of obtaining that sum to be the sale 
of these stores, he would need to have 
in December, 1926, sold at, say, £20 per 
head. Probably that is an under-estimate 
But the price he received at the fair was 
(according to the table) £15 6s. Od., so that 
if he had only. the same number oí beasts 
to sell at each fair, instead of receiving that 
necessary £180, he received last month less 
than £138! Similar, though not identical, 
facts are disclosed about fat cattle. We do 
not profess to suppose that such rough-and- 
ready arithmetic is anything ‘more than one 
fact in a complex series. We realise that 
the farmer does not have to purchase all 
his essential comifodities. We know that 
portion of his ‘“‘profit’’ arises on the 
economies incident to farm life. His rent is 
not being raised. Since all those who “sell 
stores are not yet bankrupt, the tale cannot 
be as gloomy as it sounds. But can anyone 
question the existence of a problem in re- 
gard to live stock, especially fat and store 
cattle? A similar problem is latent in the 
returns for oats and barley, and, in a less 
degree, potatoes. Hay actually ‘presents a 
lower figure than for the 1911-13 average! 
And, though these are but monthly figures, 
they form part of a serial of losses.

This branch of poultry keeping might 
profitably receive more attention, especially 
on farms and other areas, including marshy 
country, where there is plenty of free. range 
with grass and forage. The duck is a prolific 
gg producer and can be kept fairly 
cheaply. Adult ducks upon a free range 
require only one feed daily for about eig t 
months of the year. “ This should be a moist 
mash of middlings, bran, maize, or oat meal; 
with about 10 per cent. of fish meal. More 
important than mere egg production is the 
of young ducks for sale for the table. 
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The most suitable time for hatching ducks 
‘for egg production is between mid-March and 
mid-June, and. the stock should be mated 
DOW. For early ducks for the table the 
hatching sheuld be even earlier. lí that 
schedule is followed there should be a good 
chance of getting sound voung table birds 
iom a: good market, or alternatively a re- 
munerative supply of winter éggs. High 
vields of ducklings from eggs set early in the 
vear must not be expected because the 
fertility of ducks is low out of season, and 
the scarcity of broody hens to act as foster 
mothers may in some cases necessitate the 
of incubators. 


Home Experiment and Foreign Experience. 


Now, we have no panacea fo offer the 
farmer who is living out of cattle or sheep, 
or the growers of cereals or potatoes, nor do 
we foresee him acquiring wealth by Act of 
Parliament, though we do not doubt the 
ability of the Department of Agriculture to 
put within his reach information of great 
practical value. We watch with interest the 
experimental activities developing in connec- 
tion with the co-operative handling of live 
stock in Waterford, Wexford. and other 
southern counties, and we hope help may 
be found in- such efforts. But the more the 
problem—only the fringe of which can be 
handled in this article—is considered the more 
we are forced to the conclusion that (although 
it must take time to accomplish, and we are 
not unmindful of the proverb about growing 
grass and starving steeds) those problems of 
the non-défrying areas which the Live Stock 
and Agricultural Acts do not greatly affect 
must be considered in the light of foreign 
experience. The United States. still bears the 
repute in the Irish rural mind of being 
wealthy above comparison with Europe. Even 
in that El Dorado, however, farming is not 
the pursuit of the rural Croesus. - The 
Secretary of the United States Department of 
Agriculture (Mr. W. M. Jardine) told. an 
audience. of Grange farmers late last -year 
that the net value accruing on their capital 
to farmers in the United States for 1920-21 
was .6 of 1 pér cent. ; in 1922-23 it had risen 
i to 3.1, and in 1925-26 to 4.6—certainly not a 
lucrative investment. Such advance as has 
been made in the United States, as well as 
in the British Dominions, has, we. are con- 
vinced, been due to looking at the agricul- 
tural problem as a whole, or, where that is 
not possible, regarding it in a large way. 
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The art of incubatimg ducks’ eggs is, how- 
by no means well and widely under- 
and it requires a great amount cf 
practice and perserverance to get high yields. 
Indeed, many experienced breeders, who are 
very successfal with hens’ eggs in incubators. 
still-rely on broody hens for hatching their 

eogs. Not. more than 10 or at most 11 
egus should be set under a broody hen. If 
the hen can cover more, it means either that 
eggs are too small or that the bird is 
too large and heavy, and will probably be 
clumsy in the nest. Ducks’ eggs and newly- 
hateched- ducklings are very easily crushed, 
and, therefore, a clumsy. hen is not an 
economical helper. The nest should be made 
on ithe earth, but with a fine mesh wire 
netting’ as* protection against rats. Drv 
sweet hay is the best nest material and the 
eves should never be more. than seven days 
éld when set. They should be tésted several 
times during the hatching, as an addled egg 
is almost sure. to spoil its neighbours. 
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Hatching. 


Wher the eggs are due to hatch—from the 
“ih to. the 28th day of setting—the hen 
should be given a rood feed and driak end 
wot. disturbed. until the hatching is over. 
That is; of course. in ordinary cases where 
there are all-the ordinary factors of success. 
Where there is doubt, however, it may be 
Best to remove the ducklings one by one as 
they are hatched. This is a difficult iob with 
a heavy. hen and. needs great delicacy of 
handling, or others of the eggs or ducklings 
will be- killed. 


Long Term Farming and Maladjustment., 


Mr. Jardine had advice to. give, which 
farmers in Ireland must note for future, 
though scareely, we fear, immediate use. One 
of his points has been made many times in this 
Farming Reyiew. It is that farmers need a 
‘‘long time policy.” Let us call it “long 
term farming.’’ Many farmers in  Ire- 
land are engaged in what might be called, 
uneuphoniously the slapper-dashery business. 
We think in rotations for growth, but only 
in seusons for sale. Indeed, frequently the 
markets offer no escape from this. But it is 
here that, if bulk marketing is possible, the 
adoption. by other countries of ‘‘ commodity 
marketing’”’ should be studied.. We cannot, 
of course, emulate the grain pools of the 
Canadian. States, and, indeed, opinions differ 
as to the suitability of the pooling principle 
in some cases. What remains clear is that 
in one form or another organisation must be 
attempted where farming suffers from what 
is now called maladjustment. 

As everyone knows, a big price leads to a 
big supply; this brings about. a small price, 
followed, in turn, by a small supply. The 
Irish farmer, confronting world conditions,’ 
suffers with the rest. He mav not be able 
yet, dairying apart, to tackle his problem in 
a big way. (You cannot grade and ‘ mer- 
chandise’’ live stock as easily as grain, for 
instance.) He mav have to rest content for a 
while with the slower growths of local ‘co- 
operation or with some other form of orvanisa- 
tion which avails itself of the princinles of 
association. adapting existing agencies better 
to current needs. But, nnless he is to go 
under. he must do two things~he must.con-) 
sider his problem in terms of one quality 
only, the best. bnt he must consider it so as 
to suit varving kinds of produce in a market 
of varying demands, For that he must think 
over a longish neriod and ne. must combine. 
either in new forms or, more intensively, in the 
old. | i 


WHEAT. GRADING IN NEW 
ZEALAND,

A bill to provide for the grading of bulk 
wheat Tas’ been introduced into the. New 
South Wales Parliament. This bill proposes 
to appoint a Wheat Commissioner to ad 
minister the: various. provisions, and also a 
Wheat Standards Board, consisting of á 
wheat miller, an ex yorter of wheat and twe 
wheat growers, sitting under the chairman- 
shi of the. Wheat Commissioner. 
Wheat Standards Board is to be charged 
with reporting to the Minister for Agri: 
ture within six months after its appointment 
the number and names of grades of. bulk 
wheat which it considers advisable to estab- 
lish,in New South Wales, and the standards 
of such grades. Such grades are to come 
into operation upon a date to be appointed 
by the Gevernor, and notified by a proclama- 
tion insthe Gazette. Provision is also made 
foy establishing one or more special grades if 
any considerable portion of the wheat of any 
harvest canpot for any reason be included in 
any of the grades in force.

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So runs the old saying, and, if we are 
to judge by this precept, the sons of the 
present generation .need have no qualms 
as to their risk of impoverishment in the 
aftermath. of the liming opérations.of their 
fathers... The custom of periodical applica- 
tietis of lime has fallen greatly into. disuse, 
principally. for: economic considerations, but 
in a measure on account of the advent of 
quick-acting. artificials, which apparently did 
away with the need for lime, if judged by the 
quick response shown in the increased>vegeta- 
tion, .resulting from. their application. 


Where Requircd. 


Lime is required in the soil fur two pur- 
poses: as a plant food: and as a sou ** con- 
ditioner.”” ‘The use of lime im the second 
category constitutes its claim to: great prac- 
tical importance. Plants can be ‘divided into 
classes with respect to their attitude to lime: 
those which will grow. only if the*land con- 
tains abundance, those which are more or less 
indifferent, and those which will not grow 1n 
the preaence of lime. Clovers, beans, peas, 
turnips and cabbage belong to the first, class. 
which only flourish where there is plenty of 
lime; cereals, mangolds and potatoes belong 
to the second class; while to the third class 
belong chiefly certain weeds such as sorrel. 
corn spurry, corn marigold, foxglove, and 
one or two of the less valuable grasses. 

Thus, most of our common crops require 
plenty of lime. Lime improves the tilth of a 
clay soil, rendering it more easily drained in 
winter, and depriving it of a ‘* cloddy ” char- 
acter, which renders cultivation tedious and 
expensive. 

The. clover group of plants is benefited in a 
special way by dressings of lime. This group 
forms in its grewth a poisonous acid which 
would ultimately kill it. but for the interven- 
tion of the lime which the plant imbibes. 

‘Lime acts in a limited way as a plant food. 
though indirectly its action is much more 
important. It sets free potash in soils by re- 
acting with the potash compounds present in 
most of them. ‘All the nitrogen which the 
plants’ require must be converted into nitrate 
vf, lime before the plants caan use it. The 
nitrogen in decaying manure, sulphate of 
ammoni#, etc., “tan only be converted into 
nitrate form when lime is present in the soil. 


Liming Pastures. 


Pastures deficient in lime will be found to 
contain a large proportion of bent grass, or 
fiorin. The stems are somewhat fine and 
fibrous, with late flowering, dainty panicles, 
which, in the mass, have a purplish hue. 
The chief feature, however, is the entire 
absence of clover. © This is a serious dis- 
advantage to the feeding value of the pas- 
ture, especially for growing. stock or mulch 
cows, which need large supplies of protein 
and mineral matters, for the supply of which 
clover is in the first rank, 


Liming Tillage Land. 


On tillage land deficiency will be indicated 
by the failure of clover and the persistence 
of such weeds “as corn marigold, corn spurry, 
sorrel, etc. The first. is recognised by its 
smooth, somewhat ragged leaves on branch- 
mg stems, culminating at a height, of about 
18 inches, in bright yellow flowers of -the 
daisy type, about 13 of an inch in diameter. 
The second is a very troublesome weed, with 
clusters of fine fleshy leaves, a little thicker 
than horsehair. The plant,.which has a tiny 
white blossom like chickweed, grows from six 
to 12 inches in height. These plants pro- 
vide indisputable evidence of the land being 
impoverished for lime. 


Economic Aspect. 


The economic aspect of liming is a testy 
q@estion in this period of agricultural de- 
pression, A general return to, the practice 
is necessary before satisfactory production 
can be expected from much of the land under 
cultivation.’ The chief obstacle is the high 
cost compared with fifty years ago, prices at, 
present being about six times what they 
were formerly. Much might be done. to en- 
courage liming operations by the awarding of 
premiums by committees of agriculture, some- 
thing on the lines adopted in regard to pre- 
miums for bulls. Such a course would focus 
attention on the advantages which must 
undeniably accrue from going “back to 
ime, 
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LIVE STOCK IN CANADA. 


- 


Particulars of the numbers of live stock on 
farms in Canada in June of last year are 
given in the January bulletin oí the Inter- 
national Agricultural Institute. As compared 
with the preceding June increases have been 
eneral, except. in the case of cattle, which 
ave been slightly reduced by between 1.and 
2 per ceht. The number of cattle (including 
calves) on Canadian farms. last June was 
9,160,000 as compared with 9,307,000 a year 
earlier. Apart from a moderate increase in 
1924 cattle have.been declining in: number 
since 1921, when there were over 10 million 
in the country. Milch .cows, however, have 
been increasing and numbered 3,951,000 last 
dune, again 3,830,000 in 1925, and 3,659,000 
in 1923. Calves at 1,936,000 were 3,000 more 
than in 1925. -Other cattle fell away sharply 
during the year by 267,000, or 8 per cent., to 
a little undr 5:million. Th numbr of sheep, 
after increasing rapidly from 2 million in 
1916 to 3,721,000 in 1920, declined in the 
next four years by over 1 million to 2,685,000 ; 
there has, however, been a moderate recovery

ECONOMY WITH EFFICIENCY, 


Responding to a suggestion from the 
Minister for Agriculture, Mr. Thomas 
‘McCluskey, of the Rose Bower Dairy Co., 
Cashel, has successfully shown how non- 
creamery districts can be developed. At 
Grange, Ballytarsna, about six miles from 
Cashel, he has erected a one-man auxiliary 
separating station. This he did at the re- 
quest of Messrs. Andrew Fogarty and 
Michael Looby on behalf of several farmers 
who complained that existing creameéries were 
too far away for them. Mr. Fogarty granted 
a free site for the purpose, and there was a 
good response to the appeal for voluntary 
help in connection with the erection of the 
building. 
the security of the title, boundary fences, 
yates, sewers, platforms, and everything com- 
plete. The machinery cost £450, while the 
cost to the district was nothing, except the 
voluntary labour. 


Low Overhead Charges. 


This auxiliary is so equipped that it can 
be run at half the cost of an ordinary 
auxiliary creamery, which would cost three 
times as much to erect, with overhead 
charges in proportion, 

The building measures 18 bv 24 feet inside 
and 19-by 25 feet outside, the walls being 
six inches thick. It is a frame building, with’ 
steel girders in each corner. The first girder 
was erected on the Ist February, 1926, the 
concrete walls being filled in between the 
girders. With the aid of a couple of men 
the shell of the building was completed in 
three weeks. 

At one end of the building is a concrete 
platform, four feet six inches from the floor, 
eighteen feet wide and eight feet across. This 
platform may be reached from the ount- 
side bv ‘steps seen in the photograph. Here 
the milk is received, weighed and recorded, 
samples being taken and placed on a rack 
beneath the window. where space has been 
provided for a desk. In a recess at the 
far side of the -platform is a vertical single 
cross ‘tube boiler, four feet by two feet. 
Underneath is a rainwater tank which can 
easily be emptied of sediment. The ashes 
from ‘the boiler drop down a chute and fall 
into an ashpit outside, An iron-sheeted box 
containing three days’ supply of coal is fixed 
outside the boiler house, a small opening 
inside the wall permitting of stoking the 
boiler with cleanliness. For each day's work 
the coal consumption amounts to 1091b, ‘that 
of the ordinary auxiliary is from 3 to 4 :wt 
The steam from this boiler eterilises all the 
piping, the amount of which has been reduced 
to the minimum. For ordinary purposes the 
water supply is obtained from a well, and 
the sewage is drained into a free running 
river close by. 


Milk Separated Cool, 


The remaining equipment is similar to that 
of other creamery auxiliaries, with this im- 
portant exception. There is no machinery 
lor heating the milk prior to separation. This 
enables him to do away. with an expensive 
boiler and steam engine, with the necessary 
building accommodation. Here the milk is sepa. 
rated cool as received from the Ist April to the 
middle of October, arid experience shows that 
the loss from separation in thig way. does not 
except .04 per cent. From the middle of 
October to date the milk has been heated in 
a double-bottomed tank at a temperature of 
95 to.115 degrees F., and the separation at 
these temperatures has proved ‘exceedingly 
good. : 

This auxiliary catered for 36 suppliers with 
228 cows last season, and the maximum supply 
of milk: was 600 gallons per day. It is ex- 
pected that this figure will be doubled during 
the coming season. The whole outfit clearly 
indicates what can be done to develop the 
dairy industry in areas where cows are not 
plentiful. 

All the machinery is run by an 8 h.p. 
Petter crude oil engine, which requires no 
attention when started. 


Run by One Man. 


Owing to the compactness of the equipment, 
the whole concern can easily be run by one 
man, as last year’s experience has proved.

Estimating the milk supply at 102,000 
gallons, this involves a charge of 4s. per 100 
gallons. 

According to a summary of estimates for 
nine months ended 3lst December last, 
94,515 gallons of milk yielded 39,030lb. of 
butter. This was sold at 16.941d. per lb., or 
a total of £2,755 13s. 5d., sales of milk 
amounting to £2 6s. 2d.; expenses, including 
churning costs at a penny per Ib., totalled 
£2,817 8s. 11d., showing a loss on the nine 
months of £59 6s. 4d. 

The price paid for butter fat was 1/5.15d. 
per lb. The net value of milk per gallon was 
6d.. The cost at the auxiliary per gallon was 
.587d., and per cwt. of butter 13s. 5d., while 
the total cost per cwt. of butter was.22s. 9d. 


WHITE BRESSE FOWL. 
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It would seem a pity that that splendid 
utility breed of fowl, the White Bresse, is 
not more generally known and appreciated in 
this country ! 

The typical hen is slightly smaller than the 
average Leghorn, though weighing half a pound 
or so heavier. It presents a most attractive ap- 
pearance, with its bold black eye, blueish 
face, silver grey lobes, narrow head and single 
comb, short fine slate blue legs, broad back, 
and depth in proportion. 

In France, where the Bresse originated, it 
is one of the most, if not the most, popular 
breed. Amongst English poultry breeders it 
is rapidly following suit, and were it better 
known here it would soon meet with the 
pair it deserves . 

he ‘birds have particularly small bones, 
covered with very fine white flesh, and great 
depth of breast bone. This, added. to their 
rapid maturity, makes the surplus cockerels 
easily more profitable than those of other 
breeds. 

The hens are splendid autumn and winter 
layers of a large, rather long-shaped, white 
or slightly tiuted, egg. They are very active, 
great foragers, small eaters and exceptionally 

rdy. ing qniet and friendly birds, they 
ido-egually as well in a confined space as on 
free range. hé 

The chicks—hardy and easy to rear—come'

|FOODSTUFFS FOR PIGS. 
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In recent years a considerable amount of 
experimental work and _ investigation have 
been conducted on the feeding of. pigs, parti- 
cularly in connection with the relative value 
of foods. The results of these experiments 
and investigations may be briefly summarised 
as follows :—- 

1.—Barley meal and maize meal are of 
about equal value for fattening purposes, but 
barley meal produces bacon of better quality. 

2.—One cwt. of barley meal or maize meal 
is equivalent to 4 cwt. of potatoes for fatten- 
ing purposes. 

.—Swede turnips may be used as part of a 
ration for pig feeding, or they maybe used to 
replace potatoes. When fed in ‘conjunction 
with other foods, 8 cwt. of swedes are equiva- 
lent to 4 cwt. of potatoes, or 1 cwt, of meals. 

4.—One gallon of separated milk is equiva 
lent to about 2tbs. of barley or maize meal 
when fed in a well-balanced ration. Separated 
milk also contains mineral matter which adds 
to its value, particularly for very young pigs 
_ 5.—Imported foods are nothing better than 
nome grown foods for fattening purposes, and 
they are usually more expensive. 

6.—Crushed oats may, with advantage, be 
used to replace part of the meals in a ration. 

7.—About 5 cwt. barley meal, maize meal, 
or meal equivalent, are required to produce 
1 cwt. of pork. 

8.—When 5 cwt. of meals or their equivalent 
cost more than the price obtainable for 1 cwt. 
of pork there is not much prospect of fatten- 
ing at a profit. 

It will be observed from this summary that 
1 cwt. of pork can be produced from 5 cwt. of 
meals, 1 ton of potatoes and 2 tons of swedes. 
it must, however, be understood that these 
results can only be obtained. from swedes 
when fed in conjunction with meals. The most 
economical foods to use depend on current 
market prices. When barley and maize meals 
are obtainable at 10s. per ewt., potatoes are 
value for only 2s. 6d. per cwt., and swedes 
is. ód. per cwt. When potatoes sell at more 
than one-fourth the cost of meal, it is more 
economical to sell the potatoes and purchase 
meals, providing marketing expenses are not 
excessive,

ANGORA WOOL FABRICS. 
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At the Bradford Rabbit Fur and Wool In- 
dustry Conference, held last month, Lt. F. 
Broome, managing director of the Derwent 
Mills, Ltd., Matlock, speaking of the 
‘Angora Wool Industry from the Spinners’ 
Point of View,” said that there had 
sprung up a demand for an entirely new 
article made from Angora wool. In Paris, 
within the last few months, there had been 
produced new fabrics from Angora wool and 
mixtures with silk. They were very beautiful 
things, and were being taken up by leading 
fashionable firms on the Continent. Much 
depended on the amount of wool produced, 
and this particular range of articles depended 
entirely on the production of a fine wool of a 
good staple. In his remarks he gave the im- 
pression that he had great confidence in the 
future of the industry. Lt. Broome pointed 
out that his mill could consume all the 
Angora wool produced in England (the writer 
later was also authorised to say, “and all the 
wool from Ireland ’’), and, although naturally, 
he could not commit himself for the vear fol- 
lowing and onwards, we got the impression 
that he saw no signs of supply exceeding 
demand. On this point there is little. if anv- 
thing, to fear, Lt. Broome’s remarks with 
reference to the new uses to which Angora 
wool was being put and the demands of 
fashion for it were themselves sufficient to 
ove any doubts which anyone might have 
ad. 
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FEEDING OF DAIRY COWS. 

The system expounded by Mr. Boutflour and 
broadcast by him has aroused a great deal of 
interest among farmers. Briefly, it consists 
(1) in preparing the cow for her lactation by 
giving her a certain amount of concentrated 
food ior some six weeks or so before calving, 
(2) rationing her on concentrates somewhat in 
excess of requirements for her immediate 
milk yield, (3) controlling the bulk of food 
given, (4) providing an ample supply of drink- 
ing water, and (9) milking the heavy-yielding 
cows three times daily. i 

To avoid possible disappointment, it may be 
well to explain that the full benefits of the 
system are not likely to be obtained unless 
farmers begin at the beginning, and prepare 
oc “‘steam up” their cows for the treat- 
ment, prior to calving. It is well known to 
be extremely difficult, if not impossible, to 
avgment appreciably the flow of milk from 
cows, already rationally fed, that have passed 
their maximum normal daily vield. and are 
gradually becoming stale. Beginners in the 
system, therefore, while they niay be able 
to improve the rations of the herd in ceneral, 
and even effect considerable economies in the 
dietary, should pay special attention to the 
dry in-calf cows and. follow up this initial 
treatment as closely as possible on the lines 
‘aid down by Mr. Boutflour.

If they gb in for heavy breeds, 
such as Wyandotte, Rhode Island Reds, Or- 
pingtons or Sussex, they will know that the 
eggs should be hatched between the middle 
of February and the end of March. With the 
lighter breeds, such as Legharns, which do 
not take so long to grow into adults, they 
can be hatched up to the end of April.
